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MUST TAKE OATH TO UPHOLD 
FEDERAL CONSTITUTION. 
That Many Employees in Government 
Printing Offices Have Not Complied 
With This Requirement of Law Be- 
came Known as Result of Miller Case. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES} | 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 26.—{Excfusive 
Dispatch.) A new and terror-inspiring 
move was made today in the Govern- 
ment Printing Office trouble which was 
caused by the reinstatement of W. A. 
Miller, assistant foreman of binding. 
who 
been expelled from the union. 

An order was issued requiring all 
those employés of the printing office 
who have not done so, to appear before 
a notary public and take the oath of al- 
legiance which requires them to uphold 
the Coristitution of the United States. 

The order emanated from the Pres!- 
Gent. One of the facts he discovered 
early in his investigations was that 
thousands of persons employed in what 
is known as plece work and of those 
paid a stipulated sum per @iem had 
never been required to take the oath 
that is administered to those who are 
appointed to places for which the stip- 
ulated annual salaries are appropriated 
by Congress. 

This fact was developed by the as- 
sertion that the binders, if they did 
go on strike, would not be violating an 
oath, and they could not be charged 
with conspiring to hinder the opera- 
tions of the national government. 

This was also the answer given to 
the charge that other requirements of 
the unions were In conflict with the 
laws of the United States. which say 
that the only test of eligibility for ap- 
pointment or retention in public serv- 
ice shall be fitness, duly ascertained by 
examinations held by and under au- 
thority of the Civil Service Commis- 
sion. 

Tt is this law which the President 
cited as having been violated by Pub- 
lic Printer Palmer when he dismissed 
Miller, and told him that he was dis- 
missed because he had been expelled 
from the union. 7 

The order has treated consternation 
among the leaders of the union because 
they look upon it es evidence that the 
President intends to shortly decide 
that the charges against Miller are not 
well founded, and that he must be per- 
mitted to remain until he becomes un- 
fit to do work he was hired to perform, 
or is. gullty of some serious infraction 
of rules of service or is accused of an 
infamous crime.

almost a gold nugget, and that may 


assay anywhere up to $500,000 a ton, 
while at the same time the whole 
ledge may not average $15. It is in 
this way that enthusiastic miners de- 
ceive themselves and others. It is as 
dificult for the average prospector to 
select a fair representative sample of 
ore from his dump, or shaft, as it is 
for the average mother to judge with 
entire impartiality of the merits aad 
demerits of her first bora. : 

What the ordinary newspaper cor- 
respondent does not know about min- 
ing is only equaled by what he is 
willing to write, for the sake of mak- 
ing a sensation—at so much per thou- 
sand words. Then, when the corre- 
spondent happens to be the agent of 
some newsgathering association, the 
story is scattered broadcast over the 
land, losing nothing in the meantime, 
and is read by hundreds of thousands 
of people, many of whom are led to 
rush to the new strike, often at great 
personal loss, and sometimes, where 
there are burning desert sands or 
frozen fields, at the cost of life.

And rice—is 
there a vet who forgete the rounds 
of rice that were fired at bim by the 
Commissary Department, month in and 
month out? There were soldiers so 
surfeited with rice during the war 
that they couldn't bear the sight of 
it for ten years after they were mus- 
tered out. Coffee—thet was the stuff 
that cheered men’s soule when all was 
dark and dreary and the rain was 
spitting the fire out over which the 
campaigner was trying to boil it in 
a tomato can. Coffee was ever the 
soldier’s one warm and constant friend. 
Desiccated vegetables—this fodder 
was the ancestor of the breakfast food 
made of parboiled hay chopped fine 
and served. It was the ghastly ration 
of those troublous times. But the 
really truly grub of army days was 
that secured on foraging expeditions— 
succulent hams, frames of comb 
honey, fat chickens, the occasional 
pig, peach preserves from the enemy’s

Dr. Donaldson Poked Fun At City’s 
Juggernaut, and Told How New York 
is Kept Clean—City Attorney Talked 
on Rubbish Nuisance. 


Garbage, rubbish-strewn lots and 
other unpalatable subjects were served 
up for discussion before the Municipal 
League last n along with its dinner 
at Levy’s. wenty-seven gentlemen 
were seated at the banquet board, and 
after the black coffee some of the 
points on which Los Angeles as a 
municipality ‘falls down” grievously 
were handled without gloves by in- 
vited speakers and members of the or- 
ganization, in the interest of progress 
and reform, 

J. O. Koepfll presided, and after 
brief remarks on the distressing street 
question, introduced Dr. Frank Don- 
aldson, formerly an assistam on the 
etaft of Col. Waring, who, some years 
ago, organized reform in the sanitation 

hods of New York City. Dr. 
naldeon made a clear and compre- 
hensive talk, and incidentally hed 
some fun with the street department's 
pride, the new, grotesque and smoke- 
emitting sireet-cleaning machine, 

“I have been driving about the city’s 

duriog the past few days,” 
said the former New Yorker, “and I

“The other night I followed our new 


sweeping machine along the street, and 


in the distance of half a biock over 
which it had passed | picked up some 
potatoes, an artichoke, a brick, numer- 
ous stones and papers, and found ma- 
nure clinging to pavement every- 
where. 

“It has been demonstrated that street 
cleaning cannot be done in this way 
with the same effectiveness as it can be 
done with an organized army of indl- 
vidual cleaners. 3 

“Each man of New York's army of 
cleaners is sent out over the same route 
every day; becomes known to the prop- 
erty owners along that route, and by 
them is held responsible for certain 
saphomicns of certain streets. This body 
9 constantly at work, day and night. 

“In Los Angeles about five men to 
the mile could keep the paved streets 
in proper condition. 

’ nk heaven Los Angeles has 
thrown over the contract system of 
street cleaning. The charter of the city 
should make the office of Street Super- 
intendent an appointment of the Mayor, 
subject to removal by him for cause. 
The Superintendent would then be, un- 
der all circumstances, a man chosen for 
his practical knowledge of the business, 
and not a political office holder. A 
proper system of street cleaning is Im- 
possible without thorough and uninter- 
rupted organization, he workers in 
the department should be appointed ir- 
respective of political influence, and 
subject to physical examination, 


“The present system of street clean- 
ing and gar . collecting in the at 
city of New York costs about $1.50 per 


eapita a week, against $3 per capita a 

week in Los Angeles for cleaning and

He con- 
demned the practice of allowing private 
collectors to remove gar from 
houses to feed to pigs, chickens and 
animals used for food purposes. 

He said that the condition of the 
streets with reference to the wagons, 
bicycles and other incumbrances al- 
lowed to stand 6n them is scan- 
dalous, and deplored the rubbish-pile1, 
weed-grown vacant lots. 

City Attorney Mathews spoke briefly 
on the “vacant lot” nuisance. 

‘Theoretically, sald he, “we can 
keep our streets and parks clean, as 
they are within the jurisdiction of the 
municipal laws, but it is a difficuit 
matter to deal with private owners 
who will not keep their property clean. 
On the statute books of the city I find 
ust one little ordinance about an inch 

ng, ie to the keeping of vacant 
lots clean, it is entirely inadequa 
It forbids the casting of gar 
lots, but does not speak 
trimmings, tin cans, papers, etc. 

“There le no doubt that private own- 
ers chould be made to keep their prop- 
erty’ clean, but it will be a difficult 
matter to decide on the method
